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Russia Claims 
to Be Holding 


Counter Attacks 
Reported to Be 
Stopping Germans 


By the Associated Press 
Fierce Russian counter attacks were 


reported to have saved a Ukraine 
city identified only as "K"-Possibly 
Kiev, the capital—with 20,000 Ger- 
mans killed and wounded after they 
had advanced to within 5 miles of the 
town and then were thrown back 6 or 
8 miles. 


Red troops are still advancing, dis- 


patches said, after hitting heavily at 
the northern flank of the long German 
wedge into the Ukraine.

Semeon Timoshcnko's defenders of the 
i'oad to Moscow were reported

have repulsed other Nazi columns in 
counter attacks near "M." The Ger- 
man losses were put at 5,000 men. 


Nikolnev Lost 
The Russians acknowledged that 


Nazi troops, knifed across the heart 
of the southern Ukraine, had cap- 
ured Nikolaev, 60 miles northeast of 
O'dessa but said the city's shipyards 
lacl been blownup. 


With the 1,200 mile 
battlefront 


aflame in bitter night fighting author- 
ized quarters in London said Hitler's 
armies apparently launched a new 
major offensive into the north driving 
from Estonia towards Leningrad. 


London said the Leningrad drive 


was timed with the withdrawal of 
Marshall Budyenny's Red armies in 
the south where they were reported 
to be taking up new defense lines 
along the mile wide Dnieper river. 


Over Million Germans 
The sources estimated the German 


attacking forces in the Ukraine at 
1,500,000 troops . including 40 to 50 
infantry divisions, from 4 to 6 arm- 
ored divisions ,and from 40 to 50 di- 
visions of Italians, Hungarian, 
Ru- 


manian and Slovak troops. 
. The Qermans said their forces 
were closing a trap around Odessa 
(normal population of the city is 
604,000) and that Soviet defenders of 
the city, a major Black sea base, had 
only a 25-mile escape gap between 
Odessa and the Bug river. 


Adolf Hitler's field 
headquarters 


asserted that the Soviet retreat toward 
the Dnieper, river was "assuming as- 
pects of a rout." Reports reaching 
Berlin indicated the luftwaffe was 
pounding Soviet vessels operating on 
the northern Black sea coast but 
failed to specify whether these ships 
were evacuating or reinforcing the 
Odessa garrison. 


Elsewhere along the front three 


German divisions the 262th, 94th, and 
99lh infantry suffered losses from 50 
to 80 per cent of their normal strength 
the Russians claimed, representing a 
loss of about 43,500 men.

NEW YORK -OT- Four men were

ed the Cubian mail freighter Panuco 
and damaged a 1,000 foot Cuban mail 
Jine pier, an adjoining pier and se- 
veral craft unloading.

or bodies aboard the flaming ship. He 
said 27 men were fished out of the 
•iver, four of them dead, and 22 rush- 
ed to hospitals.

Crisis Soon on 
Soviet Front 


Outcome Will 
Decide Future of 
Blitzkriegs

WASHINGTON — Eyes of military | 


observers are focused upon the vast 
Struggle In Russia more closely to- 
day than ever before. They believe, 
the crisis is very near now which willj 
answer the crucial question: Can the 
blitzkrieg be beaten? 


Reports that the Russians have found 


the antidote to the most irresistible 
tactic since the Roman phalanx are 
reaching here and arousing an in- 
terest that is only intensified by Ger- 
man claims of late successes. Observ- 
ers here are eagerly collecting every 
scrap of information 
from sources 


familiar with the Red Army, because 
In Russia, our attches and those of 
the British are denied much real in- 
formation. 


But several sources agree that the 


Red Army has, on most of the front 
most of the time, succeeded in de- 
laying the Nazis, if not actually de- 
blitzing the attack. The Russians not 
only fight hard but fight cleverly, 
according to a plan long prepared. 


The trial by fire of this plan now 


approaches the white heat which will 
reveal whether the Russians have 
Once again proven true the military 
saying that for every new means of 
attack there is found a new means of 
defense. 
- To develop this defense the Reds 
have studied the blitzkrieg in four 
campaigns. They believed the great- 
est single .problem was to break up 
the team work where-by drive and 
level bombers, acting as artillery in 
an uninterupted barrage of unprece- 
dented range, smashed a way for Pan- 
zer divisions whose armored points, 
* encircling sickles, cut swaths
